Abe Cooperman, owner of a

Cooperman was one of three men

The others un- 
der questioning are Harry Sodini, 
former owner of the Missouri and 
Maryland hotels, who is under 
$10,000 bond, and Joe O’Brien of 
Chicago, who is held. by the po- 
lice, having been unable to furnish 
bond. Cooperman was under $10,- 
000 bond. 
Victim Cried “Don’t Shoot.” 

Epstein, according to witnesses, 
called at the hotel desk for Cooper- 
man, and a man went to a hand- 
book establishment, a few doors 
away, and summoned Cooperman. 
Cooperman and Epstein sat down 
together, and a few minutes later 
Epstein was seen to draw a re- 
volver, while Cooperman backed 
away, crying ““Don’t shoot” Ep- 
stein fired and Cooperman fell. He 
died before reaching City Hospital. 

Herman Cooperman, brother of 
Abe Cooperman, was near at the 
time of the shooting, and he seized 
and disarmed Epstein, whom he 
was beating in a corner of the room 
when a policeman, summoned 
from a traffic post a block away, 
ran in and took charge of the pris- 
oner. After the policeman’s ar- 
rival, Herman Cooperman got a re- 
volver from the clerk’s desk, and 
thyeatened Epstein, but the police- 
man took the weapon. 

Sold $7500 of Bonds. 

City detectives, who have been 
working with Postoffice Inspectors 
for several days in tracing stolen 
bonds. learned that Epstein sold 
$7500 of the bonds last week at an 
office in the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building, and that the purchasers 
later learned that the bonds were 
stolen, being part of a $50,000 
bond theft from the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank of Hannibal, Mo., 
Oct. 6 last. 

The purchasers communicated 
with the Hannibal bank, and Cash- 
ier Hodgdon of the bank came to 
St. Louis. Epstein revisited the 
office to collect a balance due, and 
demand was made of him for the 
return of the money paid on his 
previous visit. 

Epstein, the police were told, 
promised to get the money. Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser believes that 
he called on Cooperman to demand 
the money, and shot Cooperman 
when the latter refused to pay. 

Slayer Taken to Hospital. 

Epstein was taken to City Hos- 
pital, a prisoner, for treatment for 
bruises inflicted by Herman Coop- 
erman. His left eye was swollen 
shut by a blow of Cooperman’s 
fist. 

“He tried to shoot me, too,” Her- 
man Cooperman said to fhe police. 
“IT went to the hotel to see my 
brother, and saw that he was talk- 
ing with Epstein, so I waited. I was 
a few feet away when I heard the 
shot fired, and saw Abe on the 
floor and Epstein standing over 
him with the revolver in his hand,

JAMES F. BRADY DitS 
AFTER YEAR'S ILLNESS 


Claim Adjuster for Street Rail- 
ways for 29 Years — 
68 Years Old. 


James F. Brady, a claim adjuster 
for the United Railways and its 
predecessors for 29 years before his 
retirement in 1919, died of cancer 
yesterday at his home, 3527 Vista 
avenue, after an illness of a year. 
He was 68 years old. 

Mr. Brady entered the service of 
the Lindell Railway Co. in 1890 and 
was general claim agent when the 
company merged with other trolley 
lines in 1899 to become the _ St. 
Louis Transit Co. His connection 
continued as an adjuster during 
other mergers’ which led to the 
formation of the United Railways 
in 1906. His retirement was short- 
ly before the receivership in 1919. 
In 1920 he was a State's witness 
in the trial of Richard McCulloch, 
then president of the United Rail- 
ways, charged with burglary in the 
second degree and larceny in con- 
nection with the theft of referen- 
dum petitions containing 106,433 
signatures for submission of a 
United Railways compromise fran- 
chise ordinance to voters. Brady 
testified he received $500 from Mc- 
Culloch and paid it to Julius Caesar 
Jackson, chief special agent for the 
company, for arranging the open- 
ing of the safe containing the pe- 
titions in a labor union office. The 
case against McCulloch was later 
dismissed on a demurrer to the 
State’s evidence. 

Mr. Brady is survived by 
sons, Walter L., Charlies V. and 
James F. Jr.: four daughters, Ann,

Great distances and lack of roads, 
however, have made it almost im- 
possible for the Maharajah's army 
to render prompt assistance to ter- 
rorized areas and it is said it may 
be necessary to appeal to the Vice- 
roy for British troops. 


Kashmir, which is called the 
“paradise on earth,” is about the 
size of the state of Minnesota and 
extends across the Himalayan 
Mountains and valleys. It has a 
population about as large as Chi- 
cago’s and is famous for its papier 
mache work, wood-carving and the 
goats which provide the wool for 
its famous Kashmir shawls. 

For years the Moslems, who con- 
stitute 95 per cent of the popula- 
tion, have been complaining that 
the Maharajah gives most of the 
Government jobs to the Hindus. 
Bitter racial animosities have fre- 
quently led to grave disorders, re- 
sulting in loss of life, plunder and 
burning.

Selling his chewing gum on the 
road during his early Chicago ca- 
reer, Wrigley was often twitted 
about his city of Chicago by rival 
drummers who pointed out’ the 
town did not even own its own 
ball club—the Chicago National 
League team, controlled by Cin- 
cinnati interests. 

Baseball was Wrigley’s hobby, 
the ¢lub. He also owned the Los 
Angeles team of the Pacific Coast 
League. 

In 1919 he purchased Catalina 
Island, off the California Coast, 
which he converted not only into 
a popular summer resort, but into 
silver, lead and zinc mining prop- 
erties. 

Wrigley’s son, Philip K. was 
made president of the chewing gum 
company at 28, the youngest execu- 
tive in the country of a business of 
that size. 

The only poverty-to-riches had: 
ter in the life of Wrigley was _ in- 
serted by himself, for his parents 
were in comfortable circumstances. 
The bov tan away from home at 11 
and sold papers in New York for 
a summer. 

Returning home from this esca- 
pade, he re-entered grammar 
school, but within a few months 
had gone into his father’s factory 
as a soap peddier. He convinced 
his parent presently that he could 
represent himself ably as a sales- 
man.

The 
Zeno Manufacturing Co. had ma- 
chinery for making chewing gum, 
then mixed like dough and rolled, 
cut into sticks and wrapped by 
hand. Wrigley contracted for 10,- 
000 boxes of a brand which he 
named Wrigley’s Vassar. That was 
an enormous contract, for a girl 
could wrap and pack but 12 boxes 
aday. Today Wrigley’s plants turn 
out 10,000 boxes of gum every 20 
minutes, and a girl operating a ma- 
chine wraps 1600 boxes daily. 

The gum sold so well that Wrig- 
ley made an alliance with the Zeno 
company. When he purchased it 
20 years later for “$2,600,000 he 
remarked that in the ’90s8 he could 
have bought it for $5000. 

The standard nickel package of 
America was not suitable for trade 
in other lands, so Oriental mer- 
chants were equipped with scissors, 
and they cut the sticks of gum 
into pieces like a clerk measures 
off a piece of dry goods. A two- 
pfennig packege was prepared for 
German trade, and a twopence 
package for British gum chewers. 
In every country the size of the 
package was adapted to the coin- 
age,

He built. in Chicago in 1920 the 
first large business building nort 
of the Chicago River, an _  archf- 
tectual landmark at the junction of 
the river and Michigan boulevard 
and at. the time known as the 
Wrigley Tower, at the time the 
tallest building in the city. 

Outside his business Wrigley’s 
interests were few. He was a trus- 
tee of the Field Museum of Natural 
History. His vacations were spent 
principally at summer homes at 
Pasadena, Cal.; Catalina Island or 
Lake Geneva, Wis., for he disliked 
foreign travel and declared that his 
one trip around the world was “a 
good thing to be home from.” To 
watch a baseball game was always 
his greatest recreation. 


HARRY MURDOCK 
FOUND GUILTY IN 
INCOME TAX CASE 


Mounds Club Head Faces 
Maximum Sentence of 
Year and Fine—Refused 
to Tell Who Got $24,000.

SPRINGFIELD, Iii., Jan. 
Harry Murdock, Madison County 
gambler and proprietor of the 
closed Mounds Club gaming house 
near East St. Louis, faces a maxti- 
mum sentence of a year in jail and 
a fine of .i0,000 as a result of his 
conviction in Federal Court here 
last night on a charge of refusing 
to tell what became of $24,000 of 
his income in 1927-8. 

Murdock has specifically refused 
to tell what became of an item of 
$24,000, listed for exemption as 
‘“commissions,’’ which Federal tax

of his enterprises, including the 
Mounds Club. 

Presentation of the case by the 
Government yesterday before Judge 
FitzHenry occupied only a few 
hours. Murdock’s lawyers based 
his defense on the contention that 
he was within his rights in refusing 
to tell of the disposition of the 
$24,000 on the ground that to do so 
might incriminate him and subject 
him to State prosecution. 

Supreme Court Ruling. 

This point already has been 
passed upon by the United States 
Supreme Court which had ruled, in 
an earlier motion in the Murdock 
case, that the Government’s insist- 
ence on a statement of specific 
payments of “commissions” implied 
no violation of Murdock’s rights 
under the Constitution. 

Judge Fitz Henry followed 
ruling in the trial yesterday. 
charging the jury, he said: 

“The Court feels that the Gov- 
ernment has proved the defendant 
is guilty. Of course, if you gentle- 
men do not think so, you may find 
him not guilty.” 

After the jury had _ returned its 
verdict, four hours after its retire- 
ment for consideration, counsel for 
Murdock announced they would 
file motions for new trial and in 
arrest of judgment’ probably Fri- 
day. They will be argued before 
Judge Fitz Henry passes sentence. 

Slot Machines and Speakeasies. 

The Government’s case against 
Murdock as presented. yesterday 
had already been given in consid- 
erable detail in contesting his mo- 
tion to dismiss upon which ulti- 
mately the Supreme Court ruled. 
The Government showed that in 
1927 and 1928 Murdock was oper- 
ating 125 slot machines in Madi- 
son County, and that in 1927 
spent $8500 buying drinks in 
speakeasies in the neighborhood “to 
promote good will for his business.’ 
The $8500 total was included in his 
income tax report under exemption 
claims. 

After the Government agents 
had worked up their case against 
Murdock he repeatedly offered to 
pay taxes on the $24,000 item of 
‘‘commissions,’’ but the Government 
declined to drop the criminal prose- 
cution under that arrangement.

Mr. and Mrs. Henry E. Hun- 
gerford, Asleep Above 
Springfield, Ill., Cafe Lose 
Their Lives.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 26.— 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry E. Hunger- 
ford were killed here early today 
by bombs placed in a dine-and- 
dance restaurant in sight of the 
State Capitol buildings. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hungerford occupied an apart- 
ment over the cafe, which was 
known as the Italian Villa. Thev 
were between 70 and 75 years old. 
Both were asleep when the bomb 
exploded at 4:30 o’clock, blowing out 
the first floor of the building 
and setting fire to the second. Other 
occupants of the building escaped 
with slight injuries. 

The blast was so powerful that 
wreckage was hurled across the 
wide street, shattering the windows 
of the Department of Welfare 
Building on the opposite side. Fire- 
men worked for more than four 
hours before they could control the 
fire that followed the explosion. 

Operators of the Italian villa are 
Paul Termine and Sam Vizzini. 
Both said that they knew of no 
reason for the bombing unless 
someone was jealous of the busi- 
ness,”’ 

Two men convicted of robbing 
the Rochester Bank about a year 
age were arrested at the Termine 
and Vizzini headquarters, and Viz- 
zini’s house was bombed several 
months ago. Police informers to- 
day attributed the bombing to an 
underworld feud between rival 
Italian factions in the city.

|Former Secretary of Treasury 
Cites Law Under Which He 
Says He Acted. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Sena- 
tor Glass of Virginia, Secretary of 
the Treasury under President 
Wilson, read to the Senate today 
the legal authority by which he 
said loans were made to the Allies 
after the war. 

Replying to charges of Secretary 
of Agriculture Hyde that the loans 
were illegally made, Glass said he 
read the law:to clear the record of 
“any further malicious misrepr¢- 
sentations” by Hyde. He called the 
Hyde attack ‘‘a harsh and hateful 
exhibition of partisan malice.”’ 

Hyde had charged that Congress 
specifically denied authority _ re- 
quested by Glass and his predeces- 
sor, William G. McAdoo, to make 
the two billions in loans. 

Glass, reading from, a prepared 
statement, cited the language of 
the Victory Loan act, passed four 
months after the armistice was 
signed. He said the act read: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby authorized to establish in 
addition to the credits authorized 
by section 2 of the second Liberty 


eign loans, suppresses the plain in- 
tent of Congress as reflected in the 
Victory Loan act, passed after the. 
armistice, making reference to au- 
thorized assistance to ‘any foreign 
Government now engaged in war 
with enemies of the United 
States’.’’ , 

Glass read from letters of the

ASSERTS DEFLATION 
HAS GONE TOO FAR 


Calls on Bankers to Elimi- 
nate Pessimism, but Ad- 
vises Readjustments in 
Some Industries.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26. — The 
psychology of fear, rather than eco- 
nomic conditions, Ogden I. Mills, 
Under-Secretary of the Treasury 
said last night, has played the pre- 
dominant part in retarding eco- 
nomic recovery in America since 
October. | 

He described the Hoover Recon- 
atruction Finance Corporation as 
the best instrument he knew to lift 
such fear. 

“This fear,” he told the Ameri- 
can Acceptance Council at its an- 
nual meeting, “‘has been written in 
large letters at every step of the 
downward course during the last 
three months.” 

He called on the country in gen- 


eral and bankers in particular to 
help remedy the situation by elim- 
inating such psychology and added: 
“The outstanding fact today is that 
deflation has proceeded much too 
far.”’ 

Deflation Feeds on Itself. 

He said this was true even con- 
sidering “‘that undoubtedly adjust- 
ments in particular fields remain to 
be made; that governmental expen- 
ditures, national, State and local, 
are altogether too high; that costs 
in a number of industries much be 
further reduced, and that adjust- 
ments of this sort must continue to 
be made.” 

“The deflation,” he continued, 
“now has reached a point where it 
feeds upon itself, and where forces 
working for economic recovery are 
nullified by the psychologicak mo- 
mentum of the downward move- 
ment.” 

He said banks had been destroy- 
ing their own deposits by attempt- 
ing to make themselves more 
liquid. 

The increase in the number of 
the banks in the country from 10,- 
000 in 1900 to 30,000 in 1920 “was 
& source Of weakness rather than 
strength,” he added. 

“While there has been an enorm- 
ous decline in deposits in New York 
City banks,” he continued, “it is the 
banks outside of New York City 
that have suffered most severely. 
The pressure upon them has in turn 
re-acted most unfavorably on in- 
dustry and commerce. 

“If only this process can be ar- 
rested and the psychology of fear 
dispelled, there is real ground for 
the belief that the foundation is 
now sufficiently firm to justify our 
vigorously addressing ourselves to 
the task of reconstruction.” 

Economic Readjustment. 

In quoting examples of economic 
readjustment, he said the wholesale 
commodity price level had declined 
about 32 per cent* wages had 
dropped an average of 10 per cent, 
2000 banks had been closed and 
“28,000, or about 1% per cent, of 


. Our business concerns” had closed. 


“The weakest spots in our bank- 
ing and business structure have 
been eliminated by the closing of 
these institutions,’’ he added. 
“Meanwhile, the 1931 records of 
many of our atrongest business 
units indicate that they have at 
last so adapted themselves to pre- 


vailing conditions that with some} 


increase in activity their operations 
may now be carried on at a rea- 
sonable profit. 

“The nation, the states cnd the 
cities are attacking the problem of 
budgetary equibrium with increas- 
ing vigor. There is a surprising 
unanimity of opinion among in- 
dustrial and banking leaders and 
among economists that liquidation 
has proceeded beyond the point of 
whatever benefits it may confer 
and that a healthy, progressive re- 
covery ig possible and, of course, 
désirable.”’ 

He said the nation required a 
“vigorous, co-operative program,” 
that the Federal Government was 
prepared to do its share; that the 
Government was to begin by “put- 
ting its own house in order” ahd 
that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation should constitute a 
“solid wall under the protection of 
which men and institutions. can 
carry on their normal operations 
without fear of sudden and devas- 
tating interruption.”

Two Defendants Who 
Pleaded Guilty of Massac 
County, Ill., Conspiracy 
Testify for U. S. 


Federal prohibition agents con- 
tinued their testimony today in 
Federal Court at East St. Louis, de- 
scribing conditions in Massac 
County (Ill.) in the trial of Sheriff 
George Krueger, his Chief Deputy, 
Fred Risinger, and 20 others 
charge with conspiracy to violate 
the prohibition act. 

Two defendants, Grover Thomp- 
son and Olen Phillips, who pleaded 
guilty, testified they had paid from 
$12 to $15 a week to Herschel 
Krueger, co-defendant and brother 
of the Sheriff. 

Thompson said he and Phillips 
operated a still in the summer of 
1927 near Metropolis. ‘Herschel 
Krueger came out to the place 
every week and took 
out of the business,” Thompson 
testified. He also stated he had 
sold liquor to George Krueger, 
when Krueger was chief deputy 
under Risinger. 

Phillips testified that Ernest 
Krueger, another brother of the 
Sheriff and a co-defendant, told 
him in May, 1927, “we are going 
to have to pay George money to 
keep the revenuers away.” 

Warning Gongs on Farms. 

Farms in the wooded sections 
along the Ohio River were equipped 
with electric gongs, Levi J. Baker, 
prohibition department inspector 
testified. “Whenever the agents 
seized a still or it became known 
that we were in the territory, these 
goings would sound a warning.” 
Levi said. He and Risinger were 
searching one farm at 4:30 in the 
morning, when suddenly the gong, 
near the house, began ringing, and 
Risinger said, according to the wit- 
ness, “They’ve found us out, we 
better quit.” 

In three surprises visits to Mas- 
sac County, of which he did not 
advise Risingert then Sheriff, that 
he was coming, Baker testified, his 
squad of agents seized 10 stills and 
arrested 10 men in charge. He 


said he made the raids in daytime. 
Baker said he had no advance

Watters testified. 

Watters’ testimony dealt with the 
period from 1929 to 1931 when 
Krueger succeeded Risinger as 
Sheriff, and each was Chief Dep- 
uty under the other. 

Offered Aid “Day or Night.” 

He testified that in July, 1929, 


ropolis hotel, when Krueger and 
Risinger visited them and offered 
to help “day or nighé.”’ 

“We had visited the farm of 
Krueger’s brother that afternoon, 


had found nothing,” Watters went 
on. 

On Risinger’s suggestion the 
agents made another trip into the 
bottom lands at 2 a. m., Watters 
testified. 

“The Sheriff and his Deputy were 
in one car, we in another. They 
told us that when a liquor trans- 
port car was coming, they would 
dim their lights. We stopped to 
fix a puncture and an automobile 
passed us. When we caught up 
with the Sheriff's car, he told us 
it was a liquor car and he had 
given the signal. But he was too 
far ahead for us to see it. 

“At 5:30 a. m. we found our first 
still,and that afternoon found two 
others near Unionville. There was 
no one at any of the stills.” 

Watters on cross-examination ad- 
mitted Krueger and Risinger had 
given him information on which he 
could file affidavits against missing 
still owners. 


Prosecutor's Statement. 

United States District Attorney 
Jones, in his opening statement, 
said Ben Fick, now under sentence 
of a year and a day in Leaven- 
worth for liquor conspiracy, would 
figure prominently in the case. 
Fick, he said, owned a restaurant 


anu although Krueger often visited 
him there, he never arrested Fick. 

Further, Jones said, the Govern- 
ment would show there was an 
“agreed price’ on liquor in Massac 
County and that liquor was hauled 
from a yard house in back of the 
jail in one of Fick's trucks. 

Nine of the 34 original defend- 
ants have entered pleas of guilty 
and severances were granted Ben 
Fick, William Gray and W. H. 
Moreland.

A second condemnation commis- 
ijsion in the Morgan street widen- 
ing has completed its work, re- 
porting a net reduction of $381,- 
141.50 in the awards for property 
te be damaged by the improve- 
jment. The report is expected to 
be filed in court within a month 
and city officials are hoping to 
complete the legal proceedings this 
spring, so that the physical work 
can be carried gut this year. 
Under the street widening pro- 
gram, the Morgan®» improvement 
will be financed next after «the 
Market street widening. The city 
now plans to pay the money for 
the Market damages into court 
about March 1. 

In addition to the reduction in 
awards made by the second Mor- 
gan street commission, city lawyers 
negotiated reductions aggregating 
$118,309 in 64 cases, so that the 
total figure for damages now stands 
$2,973,549.50, compared with $3,- 
474,000 set by the original commis- 
sion. 

Benefit assessments against sur- 
rounding property were $3,463,- 
908.50, leaving a share of only $19,- 
091.50 for the city, but the city’s 
share is to be increased substan- 
tially. Reductions of $530,000 in 
the benefit levy have been made 
already, so that the amount 
charged against the benefited 
property at present is $2,433,458.50, 
leaving a city share of $540,091.50. 
However, the City Counselor's of- 
fice plans to discuss an additional 
reduction of the benefits, which 
will mean a further increase in the 
portion the city must pay with 
bond funds. 

Reductions of benefits made al- 
ready consist of $48,000 cut off by 
the second commission, $154,000 
knocked out by court order and 
$328,000 voluntarily eliminated by 
the city, according to W. C. Ber- 
nard, the city’s technical adviser 
on condemnation. 

The second commission, consist- 
ing of Raymond R. Karraker, cash- 
ier of the St. Louis National Bank; — 
George W. Johnson, a lawyer, and | 
Joseph Loughman, a builder, ap- 
pointed by Circuit Judge Hall, con- 
| sidered 129 cases of damage awards 
to which exceptions had been 
| taken, chiefly by the city. It made 
reductions in 128 instances, ranging 
from $60 to $60,342. . 

The largest decrease was on a 
35x155-foot residential lot at 3700 
Enright avenue, owned by Solomon 
C. Martin. Sixty-fiwe feet is to be 
cut off the front of the lot. The 
damages were reduced from $91,- 
017 to $30,675. The only increase, 
from $43,650 to $61,500, was on the 
Drake Hotel, southeast corner of 
Seventh and Morgan street, owned 
by the Alvin Real Estate Co. 

No change was made in the oric- 
inal benefit district, which extends 
trom the river to Taylor avenue,

CITIZENSHIP BILL HEARING 
RESUMED BY HOUSE GROUP 


Rosika Schwimmer and Supporters 
Present as Are Kepresentatives 
of Patriotic Organizations. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 26. — The 
Griffin bill to provide that religious 
views or philosophical opinions 
against war should not debar aliens 
from citizenship was heard again 


today by the, House Immigration 
Committee. 
In the doorway stood Rosika 


Schwimmer, who was refused citi- 


| zenship because of her war views. 


She was backed by 50 supporters 
of the bill, representatives of the 
Society of Friends and other peace 
organizations. Across the room sat 
women from patriotic organiza- 
tions, inculding Mrs. Lowell Fletch- 
er Hobart, president-general of the 
D, A. R. They made an equally 
large showing for those against the 
measure. 

Chairman Dickstein allotted four 
hours to each side, granting today's 
time to the proponents of the bill 
and tomorrow to its opponents. 

Representative Griffin (Dem.), 
New York, author of the bill, cited 
the Schwimmer, Prof. Douglas C. 
MacIntosh and Marie Averil Bland 
cases as instances where rutitxs 
have resulted in injustices. 

Miss Schwimmer, Miss Bland 
and Prof. MacIntosh were denied 
citizenship by the Supreme Court 
because they refused to take an 
unqualified oath to fight for their 
country. In the Schwimmer case, 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes de- 
livered one of his most famous dis- 
senting opinions. In the MacIn- 
tosh and Bland cases, Chief Justice 
Hughes read a dissent which at- 
tracted equal attention. The ver- 
dict in the latter case was 5 to 4.

WHO FOUND MOSES 


British Archeologist Thinks She 
_ Was Hatasu, Who Ruled 
With Thotmes III. 


:

LONDON, Jan. 26.—The identity 


of the Egyptian Princess who 
found the baby Moses in the bull- 


rushes and reared him to a high 
place in. court circles has been 
established, in the opinion of Prof. 
John Garstang; chief of Sir Charles 
Marston’s archeological expedition 
in the Near East. | ’ 

In a letter to Marston, Prof. Gar- 
stang names the woman as\Hatasu 
and describes her as “one of the 
most masterful Princesses in Egyp- 
tian history, who during the reign 
of Thotmes II ruled the whole of 
the country. 

“After the accession of Thotmes 
Ill, Princess Hatasu continyed to 
exert wide authority in Egypt and 
incurred the bitter hatred of the 
new King. Upon her death in the 
he 
seized all her possessions, ~nd her 
favorites, including Moses, were 
forced “to flee the country.” 

Prof. Garstang bases his belief 
on a discovery of the tombs of the 
Kings of ancient Jericho, one. of 
which was dated as of the joint 
reign of Princess Hatasu and Thot- 
mes III. His premise is that since 
the tombs of a later date failed to 
show Egyptian influence, the one 
in question must have been that 
of Moses’ Princess. 


CONFIRMS FINDING OF NO, 87, 
THE LAST OF 92 ELEMENTS 


Emory University Professor Checks 
Up on Discovery Announced 
in 1930. 
By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 26.—Dis- 
covery of chemical element 87, re- 
ported in 1930 for the first time 
by Dr. Fred Allison, Auburn, Ala., 
is confirmed in a report of Dr. J. L. 
McGhee of Emory University to 
the Journal of the American Chem- 
ical Society. Element 87 is the 
last of the 92 elements to be found. 

Dr. Allison, head of the depart- 
ment of psychics at Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, announced’ the 
discovery: of element 87, a metal, 
and named it virginium for his 
native state of Virginia. Virginium 
was found by means of a mag- 
neto-optic machine which the pro- 
fessor built after many years of 
expcriments, 

Dr. MeGhee, discussing his re- 
port, said Dr. Allisons’ find was 
questioned by Prof. Jacob Papish 
of the Cornell Univg¢rsity chemis- 
try department. Prof. Papish, Dr. 
McGhee said, , reported he had 
found element 87 in one ore Dr. 
Allison: had not used but had been 
unable to find it in the ore Dr. 
Allison had said it was in. Prof. 
Papish used a machine modeled 
after Dr. Allison's and questioned 
its reliability. 

Dr. McGhee, head of the Emory 
department of biochemistry, 
checked the Auburn professor's 
work. Using all the minerals re- 
ferred to by either Dr. Allison or 
Prof. Papish, he found element 87 
not only in all of Wr. Allison’s ores 
but also in the e Prof. Papish 
reported it’in, Dr. McGhee said. 


11 KILLED IN WELSH COLLIERY 


Several Die After Reaching Surface 
in Explosion. 


By the Associated Press, 
CARDIFF, Wales, Jan. 26.— 


Eleven men are dead today as a 
result of an explosion in the Liwyn- 
pia Colliery in the Rhondda Valley 
last night. Thirty men were work- 
ing in the mine at the time. Rescue 
parties went down immediately. 
One rescuer was John Evans, 
widely known as a Welsh tenor who 
volunteered to dtscend into the pit. 
He was killed by gas. 

Other members of the party, 
working under the handicap of the 
fumes, brought out the injured, 
some of whom died after reaching 
the surface, and the bodies of those 
who died below. The explosion was 
900 feet below the surface.

TREASURY DEFICIT 
$1 501. 076.000 
AND STILL RISING 


Report for 6 Months, 23 
. Days Shows Receipts ' of 
' $1,224,738,000; ‘ Expen- 

ditures $2,725,814,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The 
Government’s loss on its financial 
operations from July 1, 1931 to 
Jan. 23, 1932, passed the one and 
a half billion dollar mark. 

At the close of business on Jan. 
23 the Treasury’s statement—is- 
sued today—showed that the Gov- 
ernment had _ collectéd from all 
sources $1,224,738,582 and had 
Spent $2,725,814,832, leaving it with 
a deficit of $1,501,076,250. 

The deficit for the six months 


and 23 days of the 1932 fiscal year 
was approximately $600,000,000 
more than for the entire preceding 
fiscal year when it amounted ,to 
$903,000,000. 

The billion and a half deficit is 
expected to ificrease during the re- 
maining five months and eight days 
of the fiscal year and be at least 
$2,200,000,000 on June 39. 

If the Treasury's tax program is 
adopted by Congress the $900,000,- 
000 additional income a year is 
expected to halt the deficit soon 
after it passes $2,000,000,000 un- 
less, Congress raises that amount, 
the deficit is expected to go above 
the figure set by Treasury esti- 
mates, 

The income tax decline has 
caused the chief decrease in rev- 
enue, receipts dropping from $1,- 
129,791,.945 a year ago to $630,- 
567,579 this year. Miscellaneous 
internal revenue decreased $25,- 
000,000 to $301,000,000 while cus- 
toms duties dropped from $222,- 
000,000 a year ago to $219,000,000 
this year. 

Efforts are being made in Con- 
gress to reduce expenditures to aid 
in meeting the situation. The bud- 
get bureau has pared = estimates 
millions below those for last year 
and the House’ Appropriations 
Committee has trimmed the 
amounts called for in the money 
bills thus far reported. 

It slashed the $175,000,000 agri- 
culture Department supply bill by 
$10,000,000 and the Interior De- 
partment supply measure by $6,- 
000,000 

The financial situation caused 
the House Naval Committee to 
agree that a $616,000,000 naval bill 
Should not be pressed for action 
at this term. 

Several proposals to reduce Goy- 
ernment salaries have been made, 
but no action has been taken. 


ARMED CITIZENS PATROLLING 
STREETS OF SAN SALVADOR 


Free to Shoot Communists on Sight 
—Country Under Martial Law— |, 
U. S. Warships Present.

SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador, 


Jan. 26.—Armed citizens patrolled 
the streets of the capital last night 
to aid the Government in stamping 
out the last traces of a so-called 
Communist insurrection. On the 
suggestion of Banker Rodolfo 
Duke, citizens were equipped with 
rifles and revolvers and given per- 
mission to shoot any Communist on 
sight. More than 300 sons of first 
families, foreign and native, were 
armed. 

The country is still under martial 
law and the military junta that 
succeeded former President Arajo 
remains confident it can deal with 
insurgents. Two persons were slain 
in Colon Sunday and two others, 
one a woman, were wounded by 
radicals.

ure of the Department of Justice to 
prosecute its antitrust suit against 
the so-called radio trust has re- 
sulted in the adoption of a Senate 
resolution directing Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mitchell not to settle the’ case 
until he has made a full report to 
the Senate on the negotiations 
which have been conducted with 
the defendants for several months. 
He is requested to make his report 
at “the earliest practicable date.” 
Negotiations among the defend- 
ant companies and the Department 


of Justice have dragsed on since 
early last summer. At various 
times the department issued what 
sounded like ultimatums, but al- 
though its termg never were met, 
the suit was not prosecuted. Ac- 
cordingly, Senator Blaine, Wiscon- 
sin Progressive, secured the adop- 
tion of a resolution intended to as- 
certain what the situation is. 


History,.of the Case. 

The defendant companies are the 
Radio Corporation, A ierican Tele- 
phone ‘and Telegraph Co., General 
Electric, Westinghouse Electric, 
General Motors and their subsidi- 
aries. 

The original complaint was filed 
last May in the Federal District 
Court at Wilmington, Del., by As- 
sistant Attorney-Generc: John Lord 
O’Brian. Warren Olney was later 
retained as special prosecutor, and 
he prepared a far more sweeping 
bill of complaint, which not only 
included new defendants, but 
asked the courts to cancel the 
numerous broadcasting and com- 
munications licenses owned by the 
defendants, including those of the 
National Broadcasting Co. and R.

Readjustment of stock owner- 
ship through which General 
Electric and Westinghouse have 
a controlling interest in the Ra- 
dio Corporation and its subsidi- 
aries.

Terms Waterway Improvement a Waste 
of Public Funds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatgn: 

T WAS with a great deal of interest 

that I read in a recent issue a dispatch 

from your Washington bureau, relating 
with seeming pride the amount of money 
that had been expended upon the coun- 
try’s inland waterway system. Your cor- 
respondent quoted from the annual re- 
port to Congress of Major-General Lytle 
Brown, Chief of the Army Engineers, and 
pointed out that the General had recom- 
mended that $25,431 500 of the proposed 
1932 apppropriation of $60,000,000 for 
river and harbor improvement and main- 
tenance be expended on the Mississippi 
River system. 

Of particular interest to me was Gen. 
Brown's recommendation for the Mis- 
souri system of $6,663,000 during the 
coming fiscal year, and his additional 
recommendation that $8,100,000 could 
be profitably spent next year on the Mis- 
souri system. 

His report further stated that,“on the 
stretch between-St. Louis and Kansas 
City, the total cost of the work during 
the fiscal year just ended was $11,026,- 
461, and he estimated that a total of 
$12,500,000 would be required after next 
June to finish this part of the project. 

As both a shipper and a taxpayer, these 
figures were of decided interest to me, 
and I have spent considerable time since 
reading this article in investigating the 
amazing amount of money which the 
Government is pouring into the waterway 
project and in trying to justify this huge 
expenditure withsthe results obtainable 
therefrom. 

My investigation shows me conclusively 
that the improvement of the Missouri 
River between St. Louis and Kansas City 
is an absolute waste of Federal funds, 
and, since these funds can only be sup- 
plied by taxes wrung from the people, I 
am ‘entering my protest. Considered 
wholly on the possible benefits to be de- 
rived by the public, the waterway ex- 
penditure is ridiculous. 

The initial estimate made by the Chief 
of Engineers of the cost of this water- 
way improvement between St. Louis and 
Kansas City has been proved thoroughly 
misleading and totally unreliable. The 

- first estimate, made in 1912, set the cost 

as $20,000,000. By 1930, expenditures 
made for new work On this project had 
reached $31,479,000, and the engineers 
have: raised the estimate of the total 
cost to the astounding figure of $50,- 
000,000. 
‘Then they made an original estimate 
of annual maintenance cost and fixed 
that estimate at $500,000. In 1930 thev 
raised this to $1,000,00. Last year the 
amount expended for maintenance ex- 
ceeded $1,300,000, and the estimate of 
annual maintenance has been revised 
and advanced to $1,763,000 since. 

Since business men always look at the 
interest charges on such matters, I have 
computed that interest at 4 per cent on 
$50,000,000, which was the last con- 
struction estimate, will be $2,000,000 a 
year. This, added to the annual main- 
tenance cost ef $1,763,000, makes a total 
annual expense to the taxpayers of $3,- 
763,000. 

Now, with the expénse computed and 
totaled, let us consider possible benefits 
from this waterway system between St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 

The average cost of transporting a ton 
of freight from St. Louis to Kansas City 
by rail is, roughly, $2.80. Barges usually 
carry freight at 80 per cent of the rail- 
road rate, so that by barge it would cost 
approximately 55 cents less a ton. You 
will agree, I think, the only way to make 
this waterway improvement pay would 
be to carry tons enough so that a saving 
in freight would equal the interest and 

maintenance cost to the taxpayers, A lit- 
tle figuring will prove to you that in or- 
der to do this is would be necessary to 
haul by water, between St. Louis and 
Kansas City, 6,650,000 tons of freight 
each year. 

This is manifestly impossible, for the 
simple reason that this amount of freight 
is more than the total annual tonnage 
transported by all the railroads and the 
river between St. Louis and Kansas City. 

To my mind and to the minds of other 
thinking people, this is conclusive proof 
that there is no possibility whatsoever 
for freight shippers to save enough by 
the reduced cost of water transportatio 
to justify the improvements. 

Where does the difference in moneys 
come from? It comes from you and me 
and our fellow taxpayers. 

And that, sirs, is one of the many rea- 
sons why governmental expense has 
reached its almost unbearable propor- 
tions.

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WHERE PROHIBITION TOTTERS. — 
What happens when prohibition emerges from the 
field of morals into economics was illustrated by the 
case of Finland. As in the United States, the dry law 
{could not be enfor and, because of the many 


agitation for its repeal... It was attacked and defended 
on moral grounds in interminable discussion, but for 
the most part the wets remained wet and the drys re 
mained dry. We know what the debate is like be- 
cause it was just like the one that is taking place 
here. ’ | 

The break in the deadlock came when the Finnish 
Government discovered that it was faced with the 
alternative of legalizing liquor and raising revenue 
from its‘sale of imposing heavy additional taxes up- 
on the people. Of the many rerves that go to make 
up the human organism, the one controlling the pock- 
etbook is the most sensitive. When the Finns learned 
they must choose between noble experimentation and 
paying up, they skated and skiied to the polls with 
remarkable alacrity and buried the dry law under 
an avalanche of votes. More, than 70 per cent of 
the votes were cast against prohibition and the wom- 
en’s vote, specially tabulated, was only slightly less 
emphatic than the men’s. . 

When the requiem is sung over our own dry law, 
we venture the post-mortem will show that the im- 
mediate cause of death was its staggering cost. If 
prohibition actually did prohibit and the bootleggers 
were not getting rich selling whisky at $10 per quart, 
the great body of citizens, who are neither fanatical 
drys nor fanatical wets, might be loath to dislodge 
it. If the country were prosperous, these citizens, even 
confronted, as they were in the Wickersham report, 
with indubitable evidence of the law’s failure, might 
not stir. ° 
Neither condition being present, it comes as a 
shock to be told, on the one hand, that prohibition, 
conservatively estimated, has cost the sum of §$5,- 
610,000,000, and, on the other, that the United States 
must immediately raise more than a Dillion dollars 
in additional taxes. The citizen who is indifferent 
to intricate legal and constitutional objections to pro- 
hibition, or who is cold to its vicious social effect, is 
bound to react keenly when informed that the noble 
experiment is taking money out of his pocket. 

The professional dry organizations, while appeal- 
ing for prohibition on grounds of public morality, 
have always conjured up economic arguments for it. 
Until the collapse of the Coolidge boom, they had the 
hardihood to say that prohibition was the mainspring 
of prosperity. A well known Yale professor, Irving 
Fisher, actually wrote a book in which he attempted 
to show that prohibition yielded a huge financial re- 
turn. This is the same Prof, Fisher whose halo as 
a prophet and as an economist is dimmed by the 
recollection that in September, 1929, a month before 
the nose dive of the stock markét, he said: “There 
may be a recession in stock prices, but not anything 
in the nature of a crash.” 

But the Fishers, the Bishop Cannons and the Clar- 
ence True Wilsons have a task cut out for them now 
if, in a period of unexampled economic distress, they 
undertake to show that prohibition is worth the $5,- 
610,000,000 that it has cost. When an unsuccessful 
attempt to prevent men from drinking results in de- 
pleting the already depleted income of the taxpay- 
ers, prohibition meets the greatest obstacle in its 
turbulent history. 

As went Finland, so will go the United: States. 
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HONEST CONFESSION. 
Ex-President Coolidge looks back, in a magaziue ar- 
ticle, on the country’s transition’ from prosperity to 
panic and, with discriminating hindsight, tells us 
what caused all the trouble. It was “a general lack 
of judgment so widespread as to involve practically 
the whole country,” he says, and continues: “We have 
found out that we were not so big as we thought we 
were. We were riding too high. We shall have to 
keep nearer to the ground.” 
Mr. Coolidge is unquestionably correct about the 
delusions of grandeur. Many expressions of exuber- 
ance were uttered in the period when “we were rid- 
ing too high.” Here are a few passages from one bit 
of literature produced in that day: 


The great wealth created by our enterprise and 
industry, and saved by our economy, has had the 
widest distribution among our people, and has 
gone out ‘in a steady stream to serve the charity 
and the business of the world. The requirements 
of existence have passed beyond the standard of 
necessity into the region of luxury. Enlarging 
production is consumed by an increasing demand 
at home and an expanding commerce abroad. The 
country can regard the present with satisfaction 
and anticipate the future with optimism. ... 

We have substituted for the vicious circle of in- 
creasing expenditures, increasing tax rates and 
diminishing profits the charmed circle of dimin- 
ishing expenditures, diminishing tax rates and in- 
creasing profits. ... 

Our internal revenue system... has performed 
the seeming miracle of leaving a much greater 
percentage of earnings in the hands of the tax- 
payers with scarcely any diminution of Gev- 

ment revenue, That is constructive economy 
in‘the highest degree. It is the cornerstone of 
prosperity. It shall not fail to be continued.

1928. 
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TAXING THE CIGARETTE. 

The spectacle of an industry so heavily taxed that 
the Government takes 80 per cent of its gross profits, 
yet reaches out for a greater share, was presented 
last week to the House Ways and Means Committee in 
its examination of the administration tax plans. This 
is the cigarette industry, major branch of the tobacco 
business which, as a whole, pays $500,000,000, or about 
11 per cent of total receipts, to the Treasury annually, 
Manufacturing costs, overhead and retailer’s profit 
on a 15-cent package o7 cigarettes were estimated at 
7% cents by Junius Parker, the industry's spokesman. 
Of the remaining 7% cents, the Government takes 6 
cents. Of course, this is net borne by the manufac- 
turer or the tobacconist, but is passed on to the con- 
sumer, who pays a tax of 40 per cent on every ciga- 
rette he smokes. Without the Government tax, ciga- 
rettes could be sold profitably at 9 cents a package. 

The tobacco industry’s objection to the proposed 
increase of the tax to 7 cents is not altogether self- 
interest. It points out that both Government revenue 
and its own earnings would suffer if the tax were 
increased. The result would be higher cigarette 
prices, and this would reduce consumptiom which 
already is below normal.

JUDGE WILKERSON’S RECORD. 

The appointment of Federal Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson of Chicago to be Federal Circuit Judge, an- 
nounced two weeks ago by President Hoover, is being 
held up by the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee, mainly 
because of the opposition of organized labor. This 
was to have been expected. Three months ago, when 
Senator Glenn announced that he was backing Judge 
Wilkerson for the advancement, we recalled the 
sweeping injunction he issued in the raflway shop- 
men’s strike 10 years ago and predicted the Senate 
would raise the same objection to him that it did to 
Judge Parker. 7a a 

Judge Wilkerson, a native Missourian, took his seat 
on the Federal bench in 1922, succeeding Judge Lan- 
dis, now baseball commissioner, On July 1 of that 
year, following a difference over wages, 500,000 rail- 
way shopmen, members of six crafts belonging to the 
railway department of the American Federation of 
Labor, went on strike. Two months later, at the re- 
quest of Attorney-General Daugherty, leader of the 
Ohio gang, a nation-wide restraining order was is- 
sued by Judgé Wilkerson without any warning to the 
shopmen. In addition to the usual prohibitions 
against personal violence and the destruction of prop- 
erty, Judge Wilkerson enjoined the shopmen from 
picketing, from attempting to induce employes to quit 
work or not to return to work, from issuing instruc- 
tions or public statements which might have those 
effects and from using union funds for such purposes. 

Prevented peaceably from espousing their cause, 
the shopmen were denied by this action their only 
means of making known their side of the controversy. 
As Donald R. Richberg of counsel for the shopmen 
pointed out, the injunction also made unions liable 
for any unlawful act committed in connection with 
the strike, regardless of who committed it—on its face 
unjust. Nevertheless, Attorney-General Daugherty 
hailed the decision as one of the most significant 
for law and order ever read into the records of the 
judiciary. Judge Wilkerson, who~held the strike a 
“conspiracy” in restraint of trade, expressed the opin- 
ion that “where minds meet together on such a pur- 
pose, a conspiracy exists without even a word being 
spoken.” are. : ee 

For the most part, the function of a Judge is to in- 
terpret law, a respect in which, if his adherence to 
the statutes is unbiased and fair, society has only> 
itself to blame if his judgments are severe. Unfortu- 
nately, in the matter of an injunction the Judge 
makes the law, the supreme test of his fitness for so 
responsible a post. No man who has so little con- 
ception of the relative bargaining rights of capital 
and labor deserves promotion in the Federal judici- 
ary. Moreover, since both parties have condemuxed 
abuse of-the injunction in their platforms, it would 
be inconsistent for either party in the Senate to ad- 
vance a Judge who so grossly abused it. 

The Senate performed a public service in the re- 
jection of Judge Parker. It can perform another in 
refusing to advance Judge Wilkerson.

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A BANKER AMONG THOUSANDS. 

The financial philosophies of Paul M. Warburg and 
the investment bankers, who did so much to bring 
the country to its present plight, were as far apart 
as the poles. In March, 1929, Mr. Warburg warned 
the country that it was rushing to the precipice and 
urged the bankers to stop the wild orgy of specula- 
tion and inflation before it was too late. Those in 
power said it was endless, but he knew the spiral of 
mounting wages and prices would spend itself in the 
dizzy heights, to fall in dismal ruin, His belief was 
that the great increase in industrial goods caused by 
advances in methods of production should be allowed 
to bring down prices, and he denounced, in words the 
country should have heeded, the monopolies, tariffs, 
subsidies and other artificial devices employed to 
keep prices up. His view was that high pricés were 
dangerous, that it was safer for all industries to 
build securely on the lowest level of prices on which 
they could prosper. One of the banker’s chief func 
tions, he said, was to control human avidity. Mr. 
Warburg's colleagues in the banking world ignored 
him, and the mad rush went on. Then came the col- 
lapse, and it'was all as he had said it would be. 

A German immigrant, President Wilson selected 
him to help establish the Federal Reserve System, and 
when he resigned in 1918 rather than cause the ad- 
ministration the embarrassment of war-time criti- 
cism, the President described his retfrement as “a 
serious loss to the public service.”

N his admirable story of Tammany Hall, 
Mr. Werner quotes a remark of E. L. 
Godkin that Mr. Seabury should find 
pleasure in remembering as he watches the 
spokesmen of Tammany writhe and whine 
and howl. It is that “‘the three things a 
Tammany leader most dreaded were, in the 
ascending order of repulsiveness, the pen- 


itentiary, honest industry and biography.” 


Mr. Seabury has no power to prosecute. 
The prosecuting agencies are controlled by 
Tammany. He has no power to remove 
from office. That, in most cases, is within 
the province of the Governor. But he is the 
most terrifying biographer that Tammany 
has had in modern times. 

The best evidence of what he has thus 
far achieved is to be found in the dissenting 
report filed by Assemblyman Cuvillier, a 
Tammany member of the Legislative Inves- 
tigating Committee. Mr. Cuvillier writes 
that ‘the investigation so far has only 
shown the acquiring of wealth by certain 
public officials outside of their public of- 
ficia] duties * * * ” 

If this means that it has not been shown 
that public funds have been embezzled, that 
is, with some possible exceptions, true. 
What has been shown is that a great deal 
of wealth has been acquired by Tammany 
officials for which they are unable to give 
any reasonable public explanation. It has 
thus far been shown, for example, that 14 
scattered politicians, one Tammany law 
firm and one corporation, “ostensibly en- 
gaged in the sale of electric bulbs and other 
electrical equipment,’’ have, in the last few 
years, banked over $16,000,000. This money 
did not all come out of the city treasury. 
It did not come from ordinary private activ- 
ities. It came from transactions which 
Tammany has made every possible effort to 
conceal, 

The modern investigation of corruption 
rarely results in catching a thief red-hand- 
ed. The modern grafter ig not so crude as to 
steal. He sells influence and capitalizes his 
inside knowledge. Thus the process of expos-«

Assemblyman Cuvillier in his reply to Mr.

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PHOTO-ELECTRIC ‘PENMAN’ 
IS DESCRIBED TO SCIENTISTS 


It Can Record Errors of One-Mil- 
lionth of an Inch on Variations 
in a Smoke Cloud. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—A photo, 
electric ‘‘penman” was describedrto 
the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers here yesterday. The penman 
is a combination of photo-electric 
cells and galvanometers hooked up 
with balanced beams of light. It 
was described by C. W. Lapierre of 
the General Electric Co. 

It writes with a' pen on paper 
the things ‘‘seen’’ by the photo- 
electric eyes. Lapierre said it 
eould record errors of one-mil- 
lionth of an inch on variations in 
a smoke cloud. If the edge of un 
ordinary sheet of paper could be 
split a thousand times, this pen 
would record the exact thickness of 
each section. If an electric clock 
should gain or lose a fraction of a 
second, the pen would diagram the 
error by a line an inch wide. If the 
pen had to record an érror of one 
minute, it would need a writing 
pad five feet wide. 

Another instrument was de- 
scribed by C. M. Hathaway and R. 
€. Buell of the General Electric Co. 
It is a lightning recorder which 
is one one-hundred-and-twentieth 
of a second jumps from a stand- 
still to equal the speed of lightning. 
The device is an automatic oscillo- 
graph, to record the surge of light-

Instead 
of apologizing, he demanded to 
know: “Did the bear come this’ 
way?” and won the interest of the 
visitors. 
The boy’s mother sought to re- 
cover her son three months after 
abandoning him, but a Chicago 
Court gave the orphanage custody 
of the boy. Charges of child aban- 
donme were preferred, but later 
dropped. Miss Lopinot said she 
had left her son at the hotel, be- 
cause she could not support him 
and in the hope that he would be 
adopted by people of means. The 
name Jimmie Stevens was suggest- 
ed by the name of the hotel and 
the first name of the policeman 
who found the infant. The child's 
father, a: bookkKeeper, is -married 
and lives in East St. Louis.
